The Air Factor 


Some interesting information regarding. the 
air factor in the perplexed European political 
situation is steadily being sifted from the mass 
of statements, guesses and exaggerated claims 
published in ‘recent. months. One of the oft 
quoted weaknesses of Britain has referred (0 
the air wherein she emerged supreme at the 
end of the Great War, American crities, some- 
what captiously, have stated that it was not 
the German army, or Chancellor Hitler's ine 
exible determination which forced what they 
call the “Chamberlain. surrender" regarding 
(Cuechaslovakia. 1t was Germany's overwhelming 
‘air foree which could place London and avery 
big city in England in jeopardy at a minute's 
notice. There is much to be sald for this con- 
tention for the aeroplane’s part in a future war 
in Europe, whore distances are measured by 
‘minutes, 48 still an uncertain but fearful factor 
‘and a sound strategleal principle is mover to 
Under-estimate the enemy. Whether it would 
sway the balance of a wax in the long run is 
fa question on which there have been many 
opinions expressed but there is still in Britain 
a. strong school which believes In the navy 
fand its power of blockade as the dominating 
factor much after the remark of a statesman 
the Napoleonic period who, asked whether 
it were possible for Napoleon’ to invade Eng: 
land, said he did not think it was impossible 
it could not bo done while Britain held 
command of the seas. Nevertheless, recent 
months have been milestones in’ aviation 
development and whatever Chancellor Hitler 
could say at Godesberg, based on the 
Knowledge of conditions at that time. 
does not apply today. While Britain had about 
1,000 ‘machines Germany was credited with as 
many a 10,000, but it is probable that the total 
Strength did not exceed more than about 3,500. 
Factories are operating at full pressure and 
German producted is estimated at 500-000 a 
month. In the meantime, British production is 
Feaching full capaeity and is reported {0 be 
hearly equal to Germon production, while, the 
defleit is being made up by American machines, 
the frst consignment of which has reached 
England, London air correspondents believe 
that in ‘three months British production will 
Jexeced that of any other European power, and, 
therefore, by the end of this year there will 
Jexist in Europe alr fleets of sizes never before 
contemplated, not even at the end.of the Great 
when in the peak month of October, 1016, 
British factories produced 3,000 machines—or 
100 a day. ‘The personnel side is showing cor- 
responding improvement. Nearly 6,000 pilots 
fare available for regular service with nearly 
‘an equal number provided by reserve and 
civil auxiliary units. While the present rate of 
Feeruitment continues there will be no lack of 

machines. ‘This process of 
irming for defence, not attack,” as the 
Prime Minister has described it, represents a 
coloscal effort but no one who has. followed 
ast year's course of events in Europe with its 
highly ‘combustible. possibilities will deny the

Experts Being Trained 

For the supply of experts Kun- 
ming will be the distributing centre, 
for in addition to numerous experts 
‘already at work, new experts are 
being trained and will be sent to 
other cities. Besides this work, ex- 
erts are focussing their attention 
‘iso on three other main programmes, 
wamely, the long distance telephone, 
international radiophone and interna- 
Honal radiograms. 

The Long Distance Telephone Net~ 
work Administration has alre 
linked Kunming with | Chungking, 
‘Other cities are being linked by the 
Administration, with Kweichow , and 
Kwangsi being first taken into ‘con- 
sideration. Afler the completion of 
the installation of an international 
radiophone in ‘Kunming any Chinese 
jn the interior can speak to the out- 
side world by inking the long dis- 
tonee telephone with the radiophone. 


Emergency Station 

It will be recalled in this connec- 
tion that the Chinese Government 
Radio Administration in Shanghai 
was taken over by the Japanese 
more than a year ago, but as early 
as 1982 the Chinese’ Government 
buile a radio sta''on in Chengtu and 
to deal with emergency cases an 
‘auxiliary station was later establish- 
ed in Kunming, now known as the 
Kunming International Radio OMlco 
‘which handles both radiograms and 
rediophones. Shanghai experts have 
gone there and machines have been 
sent there continuously. 

‘The trial service of the radiophone 
between Kunming and Chungking 
was said to be very satisfactory. 
Extension of the radiophone  ser- 
vieo to Hongkong, Hanoi and eventu- 
ally European and American cities 
will follow. 

‘The Kunming International Radio 
Office, which may be considered a 
substitute for the former Shanghai 
Radio Administration, will soon be 
officially opened after boing amal- 
‘gamated with the provincial radio 
station, for which negotiations are 
‘boing conducted.

Italy, and denied aggressive intentions to- 
wards the United States, South Amer 
the Netherlands, and the yeneral impression 
to be gained from the address and its tone 
is that he is marking time and leaving 
the next move to Signor Mussolini, Foreign 
comment on the speech generally indicates 
a feeling of relief that no new feature has 
been imported into the situation by Der 
Fuehrer, and his statement that there is no 
reason for war, and his hope that a long 
period of peace would be enjoyed by all 
imay, at any rate for the present be accepted 
at their faco value. ‘The course of events 
in the immediate future, therefore, depends 
upon what action Ttaly contemplates taking, 
vis--vis of her claims on France, and it 
is in this direction that the world must 
look for developments. On the subject of 
Germany's colonial claims Herr Hitler has 
0 often* been contradictory, that even his 





















latest announcement must leave some doubt 
as to the genuineness of his statements. 
In “Mein Kampf" -he wrote “I should have 
held it to have beon better if Germany, 
renouncing her absurd colonial policy,.....”" 
In August 1934 he declared ‘to Mr. Ward 
Price, correspondent for the “Daily Mail” 
"Germany does not want colonies ; the for- 
mer African colonies were an expensive 
luxury.” ‘That he should not change his 
ews on the subject is not suggested for 
‘one moment, and it is quite’ possible that 
he has altered the opinions which he 
inally held. That need not, however, 
‘mean that the return of the German colonies 
is @ subject upon which he is prepared to 
throw Europe into war, for in a speech at 
Augsburg, on November 21, 1937, there was 
@ passage which suggested that he con- 
templated progressing towards this objective 
somewhat gradually -— 

“We shall voice our demand for Ii 
room in the colonies more ond more loudly 
Lill the world cannot but recognize our claim. 
What they do not like to hear mentioned to- 
day they will get used to in a year's time. 
What they refuse to concede today they will 
consider in three years time, and in another 
three years they will discuss ways and means 
ff rattling the’ problem.” 

It Herr Hitler's change of mind is real, 
then he has abandoned the opinions on the 
subject of the colonies in which he was 
reinforced by Bismarck’s original conten- 
tions, but it also becomes apparent that with 
the change has now been developed the 
possibility of a combination of German and 
Italian claims being jointly made upon Great 
Britain and France. It may also mean that 
the slow process of recovery which he ap- 
parently contemplated would last some six 
years will by this, combination be consider- 
ably accelerated. “In any event in this 
connection he has left the field open for 
Signor Mussolini, probably hoping to benc- 
fit by any concessions which Il Duce may 
Be able to wrest from France as precedents 
in the settlement of Germany's claims 
against Great Britain, In this connection 
it needs to be emphasized that Herr Hitler 
is not demanding the return of all the Ger= 
man colonies, but only those held by Great 
Britain and France. ‘Those under Japanese 
mandate have not been mentioned, and the 


























‘argument, therefore, follows that no reat 
question ‘of principle is involved. Herr 
Hiller’s reference to the economic war, 


which he claims has already been won has 
about it the weakness that he apparently: 
fails to realize Great Britain's position in 
the matter. Great Britain has not yet sought 
to retaliate, though there is the possibility 
that she may feel obliged to do so in the 
comparatively near future, for the German 
claims to be allowed to expand her trade 
apply with equal foree to Great Britain, 
and if what are deseribed as unfair trading 
means are applied, then the economic 
struggle must continue along those lines, 
and in ability to wage such warfare Britain 
is undoubiedly in a stronger position than 
Germany is ever likely to be. Nevertheless 
It has to be admitted that the economic dif- 
ficulties of the Reich are imposing, and that 
international steps for a betterment of 
general conditions all round are still an 
imperative necessity. 


Herr Hitler's deniat of aggressive intentions 
towards the United States, South America 
and the Netherlands is more interesting than 
impressive, chiefly because they do not jibe 
with the facts as they are known, and it is 
likely that the assurances given in his 
donial will be regarded with scepticism by 
the nations concerned. But the most in- 
teresting question which arises from a 
perusal of the speech, which has been so 
variously reported by the different news 
agencies, is—what of the future? Can any- 
thing be found in it suggesting that any- 
thing less than the complete surrender to 
German and Italian claims can ensure 
peace? ‘The answer is in the negative ; Herr 
Hitler appears to be just as uncompromising 
how as he has ever been, and the fact re~ 
mains that he has taken no opportunity. of 
contributing towards the success of Mr 
Chamberlain's policy of appeasement. In- 
deed he has made it apparent that only at 
very great cost to the democracies will he 
be prepared to give any assistance, and the 
price which he and Signor Mussolini are 
igh. It is be- 
« fact that the situation is still 
as productive of anxiely as it has been dur- 
ing these last few weeks. In the eireum- 
stances the long period of peace for which 
hhe hopes is not likely to come about. Signor 
Mussolini, to whom has now been handed 
the initiative, will in all probability shortly 
formulate his demands upon France. ‘The 
tutteranees of the French leaders show that 
there is very little likelihood of his ro- 
quirements being met, and it will then 
remain for him to decide whether or not he 
will seck to obtain satisfaction by force. 
Should he decide to do so then a European 
war is inevitable. If, on the other hand, 
he decides to follow’ the tactics suggested 
by Herr Hitler in the passage quoted above, 
there may still be a long period of peace. 
But Il Duce wants results. His intervention 
in Spain has been expensive, and some- 
thing is necessary to readjust the balance. 
If, therefore, early Ialian action is seen, it 
should be no cause for surprise. In that 
event there will be no peace to be enjoyed,

THE COY MARSHAL 
Feb. 2. 


‘The statement issued in Nanking on 
danuary 27, fo the effect that Marshall Wu 
Pei-fu had decided to emerge from his 
retirement to accept the chairmanship of 
a new Pacification Commission, and in fact 
to become the head of Japanese controlied 
areas in China now appears to be premature. 
‘The Marshal, despite the great pressure 
which the Japanese are reported to be 
exercising upon him, has not yet surrendered, 
and while it is possible that ultimately he 
will do. so, his latest statement seems to 
suggest that he is insisting upon terms which 
have not yet been agreed upon by the 
Japanese. In it the crucial passage is the 
Tollowing:— 

‘There are three prerequisites to any suc 
cessful efforts to make real peace:—I, real 
force: 2a suitable place. and 3. real politieal 
power. 

“The place is undoubtedly Peiping, and there 
no doubt T ean wield real force.” But there 
remains the question ot real political power. 

Thave heard that tiie Japanese military 
headquarters will return real political power 
to the Chinese. After this is done thelr aim 
‘or saving China and making peace can be 
realized. 

If that statement means anything at all, it 
means firstly, that the Marshal has no in- 
tention of becoming a mere puppet of the 
Jupanese high command, secondly that he 
will not agree merely to accept a post at 
Kaifeng, away from the suitable place of 
Peiping for the establishing of a yovern- 
ment, while, thirdly, he makes it quite plain 
that ‘he intends whatever regime may be 
set-up under him shall be supreme over the 
others which have been established. With 
regard to this last he will undoubtedly be 
opposed by the leaders of the temporary 
governments which the Japanese have 
Already established, for the Marshal obvious~ 
ly demands complete agreement before he 
moves.

It is just as certain that the fronticrs of 
the Uniled States are no longer along her 
coastlines, but in those countries which form 
the bulwark of those democratic ideals 
which the people of the United States trea~ 
sure so tenderly. Isolationism,” so long, 
favoured by the Americans, is\ not only 
being threatened, but is actually passing 
away before the new threat which has 
developed in central Europe. With the sug 
ested conclusion of a political and economic 
rapprochement between Germany and 
Soviet Russia that threat becomes magnified, 
and should it ever be reached the menace 
to western Europe will be undeniable, Pre~ 
sident Roosevelt's recognition of that fact 
has aroused the indignation of the German 
press, ‘That is perfectly comprehensible, 
for it imports into the European situation 
new factors which must give the dictators 
furiously to think, With an unfailing 
supply of war material so far away from 
molestation as America and Canada the 
Entente Cordiule is placed in a position of 
very considerable strength, and while their 
‘own plants would be in considerable danger 
fof destruction the large :esources in the 
western hemisphere will tend to offset 
whatever damage is done in Western Europe. 
‘That Is a factor which must impress the 
leaders of ‘the Rome-Berlin axis, and, while 
it impresses them, will hearten the ‘demo~ 
eracies in the political struggle which must 
precede any resort to war. -The hands of 
Great Britain and France have been con~ 
siderably strengthened by this development 
in the United States, and, strange a3 it may 
seem, the prospects of peace improved. There 
is much less danger of war when aggressors 
salize that they are unlikely to be able to 
‘get away with it” than when their con- 
tomplated victims are in no position to offer 
sturdy resistance. 


MOSCOW’S MOVE 
Feb. 4. 


‘The action of Count Ciano, Italian Foreign 
Minister, in sounding out the smaller Powers 
in eastern Europe on the subject of thei 
joining the Nazi-Fascist partnership bore 
fruit In the middle of last_ month when 
Count Csaky, Hungarian Foreign Minister, 
received the ministers of Germany, Ttaly and 
Japan in Budapest and announced 'that Hun- 
yary would join the Anti-Comintern Pact, 
Generally the policy of the Rome-Berlin- 
‘Tokyo axis has been directed towards the 
building up of a five-Power bloc designed 
to give further strength to the combination. 
Having secured the adherence of Hungary, 
tempts have been made for the purpose of 
bringing Poland into the fold, and at the 
time of Hungary's move it was hoped that 
when Count von Ribbentrop paid his con 

Ww, he would return 
n_assurance from Col. Beck, Polish 
ister, of his government's ‘attitude 
ds the Anti-Comintern alignment. 
‘This idea was strengthened because of the 
fact that Col, Beck, after spending 9 holiday 
on the French Riviera, created an atmos- 
phere of mystery by travelling direct to 
jon, instead of going to Paris to 
see M, Georges Bonnet, the French Foreign 

ister. When he left Warmw he is re- 
porled to have received instructions to make 
stich a call in Paris, but it has sinee been 
reported that M. Bonnet refused to meet 
him as it might possibly be regarded as 
unfriendly act by Herr Hitler. How far 
that consideration did operate in thwarting 
the expected Franco-Polish meeting has not 
yet been divulged, but it would seem on 
the face of it that’ M, Bonnet, in order not 
to ereate any deterioration in Franeo-Ger- 
man rekutions, lost an opportunity of 
Strengthening the bonds between France and 
Poland, which have recently undergone 
some slackening no longer representing the 
traditional close rapprochement, the main~ 
tenance of which was one of France's iain 
policies in eastern Europe. ‘The matter is 
of considerable importance to Russia, for if 
Poland were to join in, it would mean that 
the anti-Comintern forces would be brought 
to the very fronticrs of Russia, and a 









































































greater potentiality for peril thereby created 
for that country, which would not exist 
Poland insisted on maintaining her neutral~ 
iy, or even her old allegiance to France. 

Moscow has surprised the world by break- 
ing off diplomatic relations with Hungary. 
It is believed that by so doing, the Soviet 
government hopes to deter other Powers 
from joining those already so definitely 
arrayed against it, though whether it 
succeeds or not remains to be seen. At first 
blush it would seem that the Fascist states 
have more to offer than Russia, and it is 
possible that Poland may be induced to fol~ 
Tow suit. Of the logicality of the Russian 
‘action with regard to Hungary there can 
be many varying opinions. Despite the fact 
that the Russian view is that Hungary's ad- 
hherence to the Pact cannot be justified by 
the interests of the Hungarian state itself 
“which by no means coincide with the 
aggressive aims pursued under the guise of 
this Pact by its participants, and in the 
first place Japan,” the careful abstention 
from mentioning ‘either Germany or Italy 
indicates some wish not to irritate elther of 
those Powers, while at the same time point- 
ing out the real unity which exists between 
the three. Obviously to break off relations 
with another nation simply because Moscow 
believes it not to be acting in its own best 
interests savours somewhat of the ridiculous, 
‘but when it is argued that, by taking the 
slep it,has, Hungary has yielded to such a 
degree’ of pressure as to admit only of an 
impaired independence the case is presented 
in an entirely different light. It is an adroi 
move calculated to leave Hungarian affairs 
in the Russian capital in the hands of 
either Germany or Italy, thereby serving to 
impress upon the Hungarians the Soviet 
contention that, in doing what they have 
done, they have sacrificed such a degree 
of their national integrity as to make them 
no more worthy of independent representa- 
tion at the Kremlin. Of course to be com- 
pletely logical the Russian government should 
follow this step up by announcing that it 
‘will agree to accept only one representative 
for the whole of the Anti-Comintern bloc. 
‘The choice of which of the three great 
Powers should undertake that common 
office would not only be interesting. but 
very significant, though it would undoubted 
ly bring about’ serious complications in the 
transaction of international business. 

It could be justifled by the contention 
that in the eyes of the Sovict Government 
the parties to the Anti-Comintern Pact con- 
stituted in fact one indivisible whole, but 
that it might lead to trouble is probably 
fone of the reasons why it has not been 
adopted. In this connection... however, it 
should be noticed that the adherence’ of 
Japan to the Pact led to Russia refusing 
to renew the fisheries agreement, over which 
negotiations are still hanging fire, so that 
this latest retaliation against Hungary is not 

ithout precedent. The Soviet contention 
that the decision to join the anti-Comintern 
Pact was forced upon Hungary from the 
outside, and that the distinction has been 
made between other signatories and Hun- 
‘gary, because the former are still independ- 
ent states, is quite obviously designed to 
‘et as a Warning to Poland. What effect it 
will Have upon the government of that 
country remains to be seen. Poland would 
undoubtedly prefer to retain its integrity 
and its neutrality, but conditions are grow- 
ing in the world in which neutrality is be- 
coming well nigh impossible, and the 
smaller countries are being forced to decide 
upon which side their bread is buttered. 
In the case of Warsaw, it is well recognized 
that, in the event of war between Germany 
and” Russia, Poland would again become 
the battlefield, and it is extremely doubttul 
whether, if she decided to adhere to one 
side or the other, she would escape the 
tragic fate which befell her during the Great 
War. Poland cannot hope to stave it off 
by going over to either side, but unless she 
is able to improve her relations with France 
the pressure which is being put upon her 
may oblige her to seck refuge under the 
shadow of the Pact. 




















SHARING IN TRADE 


Feb. 6. 

Amongst the large number of important 
points made by Lord Halifax, British Secre- 
tary for Foreign Affairs, in his speech at 
Hull on Friday, surely nothing could have 
been more impressive than his reference to 
international trade. He characterized as 
untrue Herr Hitler's statement that the Great 
War was waged to exclude Germany from 
world trade. He pointed out that Germany 
was England's best customer before the War 
and that no two countries are bound more 
closely together by commercial and financial 
partnership, Why should Great Britain then 
or now desire to exclude Germany from 
world trade? “We never believed in Eng- 
land that competition is exclusive,” he said, 
‘We believe that in days of prosperity and 
peace it promotes trade all round.” Refer- 
ring to Der Fuehrer's prediction that a long 
period of peace was ahead, he said “No| 
‘one hopes more devotedly than I do that 
this prediction will be fulfilled. It will give 
the world a real assurance of peace, trade 
[will revive, and economic development will 
bbe possible, whereby all will benefit. It will 
leave the achievements of the last century 























far behind.” A review of what has hi 
pened during the two decades which have 
elapsed since the conclusion of the Great 
War justifies the contention that Lord Hali~ 
fax is correct. Apart from international 
political considerations, the most potent 
factor tending towards 2 new war has been 
economic. Arising out of a rapidiy developed, 
exaggerated nationalism, political at first in 
its inspiration, Gut economic in its later 
developments, the present economic strugele 
is just as likely to be productive of hostili- 
ties as any other of the important factors at 
present operating, It hax led on the one 
hand to the endeavour to establish national 
autarehies, and on the other towards 
attempts to establish economic bloes, the sole 
purpose of which is to exclude competition. 
With regard to the former some success has 
already been secured, but it is of such a 
‘quality as to prove that, short of a miracle, 
it can never be brought to completion, 
that while a country may be able to achieve 
a very considerable degree of self-sufficiency, 
there is nothing to show that it can ever 
be complete. 

If it could, then a nation would have no 
need for exports, without which Hérr Hitler 
claims Germany’ must die, for being inde- 
pendent of imports, there would be no need 
for exports with which to finance them. It 
is obvious that no nation can hope to live 
merely by doing each other's washing, and 
that international trade is an imperative 
necessity for domestic well being.. The al- 
ternative to autarchy is' the establishment of 
economic blocs, such as Germany is obvious- 
ly seeking to bring about in Europe, and 
Japan in the Far East. Both have about 

















the same potentialities for failure. There’ 
is in the Idea of the economic bloc merely 
a form of extended trade nationalism, and’ 
it is clear that those responsible for the 
establishment of such blocs will eventually 
realize that they in their turn will require 
to take part in international trade, in which, 
if the system is to be successful, there is 
no room for exclusiveness. But there is in 
reality no real intention of establishing a 
balanced exclusiveness. Economic blocs can 
no more retreat within themselves than can 
those nations which seek to be autarchic. 
They have sooner or later to come back to 
the open field. That is eminently the case 
with Japan. That country may seck to 
make of China the best source for raw 
products and a good outlet for her finished 
goods, but confinement to the market thus 
established without freedom to carry on 
trade with the rest of the world would in 
fact not only not serve Japan's purpose but 
actually operate ayuinst it. Ultimate re~ 
taliation against Japan, should she insist 
upon closing the Open’ Door would make 
that clear, for while Japan is already suffer- 
ing from’ the limitation of her exports of 
her own free will, the effect of the closing 
of existing markets to her, by those whose 
interests she is at present infringing would 
have upon her a perfectly disastrous effect. 
If it is true that without export trade Ger- 
many and Great Britain must die, it is 
infinitely truer of Japan, still true of the 
Japan-Manchoukuo-China’ economic bloc 
which Is the present objective of the Japan= 
ese. The achievement of her present Asiatic 
policy may represent a slower process of 
suicide, but the end is nevertheless certain. 
Probably one of the best means of assur- 
ing the peace of the world would be to 
straighten out its cconomic difficulties. 
That was recognized at the time M. van 
Zeeland, former Belgian Prime Minister, was, 
asked to make his report on tho subject. It 
is a matter of regret that that important 
document did not lead to effective discussion, 
for there can be no gainsaying it that, im- 
posing as political considerations may ‘seem 
to be at the moment, economic factors are 
no less important. ‘That is evidenced by 
the fact that despite the tension at present 
prevailing in Europe, efforts are being made 
by business representatives of both Germany 
and Great Britain to reach some settlement 
of the trade war which is at present being, 
waged between the two countries. If poli- 
tical appeasement is necessary, so also is 
the creation of a better economic under- 
standing between the various nations of the 
world, and if such can be brought about in 
the ease of Germany and Great Britain, 
there should be no real reason why 
universal understanding should also not be 
reached. It fs imperative that it should be, 
for the idea of the world being divided into 
a number of exclusive economic blocs is by 
no means a pleasing one. The conclusion 
of the Anglo-American Trade Agreement is 
an excellent example of what can be done 
in the nature of mutual adjustments be- 
tween trading countries. The conclusion of 
a similar understanding embracing all the 
democracies to the exclusion of autarchic, 
authoritarian states would make an imposing 
division of the world’s trade, and one in 
which the democracies would not suifer the 
worst. It may be considered an extravagant 
idea and be dismissed as such, but at times 
it is necessary to take arguments to extremes 
to discover their fallacy. ‘That extreme is 
not improbable in the present temper of the 
world, for it would merely tend to exagger- 
fate present day exaggerated nationalisms, 
which for the good of the world must be 
eradicated. Japan must export to live. 
China does not now and will not for a very’ 
Tong time to come offer anything in the 
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nature of a market big enough to offset the 
disadvantages which must accrue to Japan 
from the closing of the Open Door. Self- 
sufficiency no matter how modified is doomed 
to fail. 


CATALONIA’S END 
Feb. 7. 


With the flight of four Republican leaders 
from Spain including the President of the 
Kepublic, all idea of anything like organized 
resistance in the remaining portion of 
Catalonia has been abandoned. It has been 
Obvious for some days past that this was 
inevitable, and the latest reports indicate that 
the morale of the Republican army in 
Catalonia has been reduced to one of sauve 
qui peut. In the circumstances it was a wise 
‘and mereiful decision on the part of the 
French authorities to permit the Re- 
publican soldiers, having laid down their 
arms, to be interned within French ter- 
ritory, for a continuance of the uscless 
slaughter which has been scen in the final 
stages of the fight for Catalonia would 
have shocked the world, even accustomed as 
it is to stories of the hideous. And so 
Catalonia follows the fate of the Basques and 
the Asturias, and the last of the regional 
enclaves which have existed for a consider- 
‘able time in Spain has been practically wiped 
out. ‘The next task for General Franco is to 
‘conquer the remaining portion of the coun- 
wy. The reason for the collapse of the gov- 
cement armies in north-eastern Spain is 
clearly indicated by the reported statement 
of a high Catalan who remarked “After losing 














ihem certain qualities of exclusivencss, andCatalonia, there is nothing left for us to defend 


‘any longer,” and it is expected that even if 
the Republican army ean be evacuated to de- 
fend central Spain many of its Catalan mem~- 
bers will refuse to go with it. It is claimed 
that throughout the whole civil war the re- 
fusal of these men to fight in any other arca 
than their own has been a problem which the 
Republican Government has found impossible 
to solve, considerably handicapping its re- 
sistance. If the Catalans, the Basques and 
the Asturians had early in the war abandoned 
their rigid regionalism it is still open to ques~ 
tion whether it would have had maich effect 
tupon the course of the struggle, but the fact 
that they ‘adhered to it 90 closely. weakened 
the Government's hand, and robbed its forees, 
‘of a mobility whieh was of essential Im- 
portance. 

Whether the complete subjugation of 
Catalonia will bring about an early termina~ 
tion of the war remains {o be seen, It is 
still a war of ideologies, and, if a recent 
Feport that General Franco "contemplates, 
bringing some hundreds of thousands. of 
Republicans to trial for one alleged offence 
or another upon the completion of vietory, 
fs true then there is all the more reason for 
continued resistance on the part of the 
Republicans. Obviously so many of them 
have nothing to lose except, perhaps, their 
lives, and they may very well decide to make 
the loss of those as expensive as possible to 
the enemy. It is a counsel of desperation; 
but then the situation for them is. already 
desperate enough. The flight of Senor Azana, 
President of the Republic into Franco, 
together with some other leaders is reported 
to indieato a difference of opinion with Senor 
Juan Negrin and. his policy of continued 
resistance to General Franco, probably 
may be taken as proof that there is an 
important section amongst the Republicans 
who realize the remoteness of any chance of 
ever defeating the insurgent leader, and the 
wanton futility of sacrificing further lives in 
a struggle which can now only. result. in 
defeat, ‘Those advocates of peace would have 
their hands considerably "strengthened | if 
General Franco would again broadcast. his 
terms, and at the same time make an an- 
nouncement removing any apprehensions that 
the advent of peace would be followed by an 
era of political persecution. The precedents 
set in the establishment of authoritarianism 
elsewhere must strengthen the fears of those 
‘who view the sequel to peace with alarm as 
to their own fates, and if General Franco 
could announce that he was not. following 
those examples there would in all probability 
bbe a stronger inclination on. the part of 
Republican Spain to yield, Indeed it would 
do more, It would reinforce the influence 
of those’ in the republican area who have 
hover been of that shade of political opinion. 
Enough has already been done during. this 
lengthy campaign to endow Spain with o 
heritage of hate, and if anything ean be done 
to mitigate that unfortunate legacy, even now 
it should be done. 

‘The Havas report that a British mission is 
already preparing to go to Burgos with an 
offer of a loan to. General” Franco is 
noteworthy. If correct, it represents a very 
realistic view of the whole situation, a view 
which does not “contemplate the future 
Fecovery of the Republicans. The strings 
which it is reported are tied to the offer are 
interesting. It is alleged that they include & 
pledge to withdraw and repatriate all forelgn 
Volunteers anda confirmation of British 
possession of Gibraltar, guarantee of the loan 
by customs receipts, and a pledge to con- 
pensate British shipowners whose vessels have 
been damaged or destroyed in Spanish ports.

‘Thus {f all that President Roosevelt did was to 
dofend his polley of allowing thove countries to 
purehase war materia! in the United States for 
their own defence, it might very well amount 
toa recognition of the existing state of affair 
without necessarily saying what various senate 
appear to have put into his mouth. 




















England’s Floods 


England is yoing through her annual flood 
period again, but this year, owing to the heavy 
falls of snow, in addition to the rains, condi 
tions are more serious than they have been for 
many years past. In the east of England, not- 
ably in the Fen distriet which always ‘gives 
trouble, the floods, despite the fact “that 
the low-lying land prevents the water running 
off quickiy, already appear to be subsiding, 
while tt 15’ veported that a considerable amount 
‘of damage has been done, there Is. nothing In 
the accounts to hand to suggest that this ex- 
ceeds that of previous years. All along. the 
‘Thames valley, where there has been consider~ 
able snow, ‘great surplus of water is now 
flowing into the river, more than the latter 
can easily carry off. ‘The offtake is consider- 
ably hampered by the fact that the Thames for 
ome distance from its mouth is a tidal river, 
the result being that at least twice a day the 
incoming tides back the fresh water up which 
brings about undue rives in the river, and which 
hhas at times actually threatened to overflow its 
banks in London itself. Some surprise will 
naturally be felt that ‘these almost "annual 
Moods have been endured without adequate 
steps having been taken to prevent them, but 
both in the Fen distriet and in the Thames 
valley the works would be of such magnitude 
that the cost may very well deter the authori 
les from socking to remedy a sad state of 
affairs, Indeed with rogard to the latter it is 
doubtful whether very much could be done, 
for the river itself being by no means a swift 
fone, the offtake must naturally be slow, with 
the result that residents in the low-lying areas 
fon both banks have practically every year to 
suffer a period of inconvenience. Fortunately 
IW is not generally of long duration, and they 
fare so hardened io it by now that this annual

Britain’s Museums 


‘The modern museum must go down for all 
time asa great democratic achievement, and 
‘one which was largely pioneered by Great Bri- 
ain. It is nearly 70 years since the great prin- 
ciples on which modern museums are run were 
first laid down, among them ix the cardinal 
point that. public collections must be regarded 
[as primarily educative .n purpose. In this they 
differ radically froin most of the private col- 
lections—which have always been 2 feature of 
civilized life and which are usually collected 
Tor the personal recreation of wealthy men. The 
Ashmolean Muscum at Oxford in England was 
the’ first scientifieally-planned museum ever 
to be firmly established: and the famous British 
Muscum in London stil remains the greatest 
storchouse of Knowledge in the world. Its 
Reading Room is @ mecca for literary pilgrims

The Labour Basis 


‘The labour basis for national economy, 
favoured by the tolalitarian states, has been 
the subject of ‘an interesting survey made 
public by the American Association of Manu- 
faclurers as a result of researches in Europe 
land the United States by an unnamed econo- 
mist, This survey shows that workers living 
lunder a democratic form of government cara 
more in real wages than those in similar posi 
tions in totalitarian states, and. deduces that 
the purchasing power of wages in the United 
States. and foreign countries follows very 
Jelosely the degree of freedom allowed indivi- 
‘duals and business.” The comparisons made in 
this survey are so illuminating that they de~ 
serve careful study. For example, a factory 
worker in the United States’ con buy 
four times as much food and clothing with an 
hour's wage as a German worker, nine times 
fas much as an Italion Worker, and nearly 
twelve times as much as a Russian worker. 0 
terms of bread, an hour's wage will buy in 
the United States 7.5 1b; in Britain 6.2 Ib. 
Italy 28 Ib; in Germany 25 Ib; and in Russi 
19 "1b. While the cost of a pair’ of | shoes,

hours and minutes of work, is in the United 


[States 3 hours and 20 minutes; in Germany 8 
hours and 9 minutes; in Britain 9 hours and 3 
minutes; In. France 12 hours and 34 minutes;

The nceessity was felt to extend 
the regulations to these ports to 
stabilize the notes of the Federal 
Reserve Bank. 

Tt was asked by whom the regula- 
tions had been promulgated and by 
whom were they enforced, and in 
reply it was stated that instructions 
came from the Ministry of Finance in 
Pelping and were delivered to the 
Customs authorities. A correspondent 
then’ wanted lo know how that 
Ministry could function, when the 
Customs were under control of the 
Shanghai Inspector-General. The 
order may have come from Shanghai 
was the reply. Was there a liaison 
between these’ officials? it was then 
asked. ‘They have means of indirect 
contact, constituted the reply.

have looked into the future.

‘agreeably surprised them, and made 
them feel that they had done a fine 
thing in loying the foundations of on 
Institution that has catered to the 
cultural needs of a big city for over 
three-quarters of a century. 

‘You should fee! proud of belonging 
to such an institution, for it stands 
fan eloquent witness to the fact that 
this community, which so often has 
been adversely ‘eritized as a sink of 
iniquity, wholly given over to plea~ 
sure seeking and the pursuit ofthe 
‘Almighty Dollar, has by no ineans 
been dead to the better things of 
life, its msthetle and intellectual side. 

‘Twice in the Society's history it he 
made n appeal to the Shanghai com- 
munity for funds wherewith to pro- 
vide it with a home, and on both 
‘occasions those appeals have been: met 
with a generosity and an apprecia 
tlon of the Society's aims that give 
the He to those visiting authors and 
Journalists who have abused the hos- 
pitality of this city by trying to 
blacken its character with calumnies 
as base as they have been ground- 
less, 





First Building on site 

In 1872 the Shanghai community 
provided the funds required to erect 
the Society's first building on this 
sille, a building which served for over 
00 years and when it had to be de- 
molished in 1929, and the community 
was once more appealed to, it re 
sponded with even greater generos- 
fly, which resulted in the ereetion of 
Its’ present f\ne office, many times the 
size and capacity of the old building. 
By a sorles of unfortunate circum: 
stances this building cost considerably 
more than the original estimate, with 
the result that the Society was sad- 
dled with a burdensome debt, whieh 
eontinued adverse economie and poll 
tical conditions have made impossible 
to remove.

‘As his subject for yesterday's 
mecting, Mr. Sowerby chose "Some 
Chinese’ Animal Myths and Legends” 
and a large number of interesting 
Slides were also shown, so that the 
speaker found it possible to clearly 

idieate what he meant in. describ 
ing the various peculiarities in 











animals which have definite meanings 
to the Chinese populace since hun- 
dreds of years. 

‘The speaker divided Chinese animal 
legends and myths into two distinet 
clasees, the religious and the mira- 
ulous and super-natural which latter, 
the speaker said, were more like our 
European fairy ‘tales. Mr. Sowerby 
‘also remarked that Chinese animal 
myths go back in their origin to the 
pre-Han times and ore partially 
Yraceable to the animal cult of the 
Huns, Seythians and other Central 
Asiatic tribes. 

“Undoubtedly,” the spoaker con- 
tinued, “this ancient animal cult, not 
only influenced the carly art of the 
Chinese, but it also. impregnated 
thelr folklore and mythology, which 
were strongly animalistic. 

Mr. Sowerby then went into details 
regarding certain myths and legends 
and after he had concluded, a num~ 
ber of questions were asked by 
members of the interested audience.

Shot in Arm 


Shanghai, Feb. 7. 

Nyi Ah-foh, a chauffeur in’ the 
employ of the Shanghai Municipal 
Police, was shot in the right arm and 
Is now being detained at the police 
hospital following a shooting affray 
which occurred shortly after 9 o'clock. 
yesterday evening in Keswick Road 
about 250 yards south of Brennan 
Toad. 

‘The police car which the injured 
chaulfeur was driving, was on regular 
patrol duty with Sergeant W. 
Baldock and Reserve Unit constable 
Basilie™, occupying the rear seats, 
when suddenly, a number of shots 
were fired from a point West of the 
railway line. Two bullets penetrated 
the car, one lodging in the chauffeurs 
arm whilst the other plereed the body 
of the vehicle. 

‘The two foreign officers searched 
the surroundings but due to the 
darkness, were unable to seo their 
aggressors who, judging by the force 
fof the bullets, must have been us 
rifles. 

Soon after the shooting had oc- 
curred, members of a Japanese mili 
tary patrol who had been standing 
near ‘Brennan Road, also searched 
the vicinity but without results.

‘Shanghai, Feb. 5. 

Whether or not Shanghai is a\port 
totally under the Japanese control 
fg a matter of serious dispute between 
Chinese authorities and merchants 
in Cheklang and Kiangsu as the 
latter's goods are being forbidden to 
be transported to this city which is, 
oMeially considered to be Japanese 
controlled area. An embargo has 
een declared on many native goods 
destined for Shanghai 

‘A recent order jointly issued by 
the Ministries of Economics and 
Finance forbade §1 main native pro- 
‘duets to be sent to any Japanese 
controlled areas lest they should be 
utilized by the enemy for military 
purposes. The list includes wood oll, 
cotton and paper which are abund- 
antly  produeed in Cheklang and 
Kiangsu, 

‘The Ministries are now carefully 
studying the situation with a view to 
determining the ‘places. which are 
definitely to be considered under 
Japanese influence to which no pro- 
‘duels that can be used for mili 
Durposes can be sent.

It ereated « mild sensation in police 
and ‘Chinese circles here yesterday 
When it'was revealed in the First 
Special District Court that the

Shanghal, Feb, 2. 

In one of the most sanguinary 
pistol battles fought since gambling 
‘and opium became common evils in 
the western “outside roads" area, two 
Chinese were Killed and five others 
wounded Ina lane off Connaught 
Rond, near Jessfleld Roud, yesterday 
morning. ‘Two of those’ "wounded 
remain’ in @ serious condition. 
Pistols of varying calibre were used, 
including high-powered Mauser auto- 
matics, and probably between forty 
and fifly shots were fired. ‘The 
assassins escaped, 

The chief target of the assassins 
was Kung Seu-pau, chief detective 
of the "Ta Tao” administration for 
the Za Ka Doo area. He. was 
Aiterally riddled with bullets, which 
struck him in the chest, hands and 
logs, and he died instantly, Another 
Chinese, believed to be named Koo 
‘Tau-chuien, a native of Anhwel, was 
Uikewise Killed. He is not thought 
to have been connected with the 
‘assassination plot in any way. 

‘An odd feature of the alfair was 
the distribution of political leaflets 
atthe scene, The assassins also 
dropped a note accusing the Jate 
detective chief of being n “traitor. 
Nevertheless the erime is said de- 
finitely to reflect the gambling situa- 
tion in the area, where games of 
chance ave conducted openly and 
under "Ta Tao” licence i 
every ‘alleyway and often 
to the Seltlement roads. The efforts 
to make the murder” look like 
political assassination are regarded as 
merely a blind, ‘The late Kung was 
not important politically. 














Police OMieer Ambushed 


Six or seven men were in the gang 
that went to the Sing Kong i, off 
Connaught oud, “where the’ ‘late 
Getective lived, yesterday morning. 
He was in the’ habit of leaving his 
house between 9 and 9:30 o'clock, 
accompanied by bodyguards. Yester 
day morning Kung left home at 9.0 
with four armed: bodyguards. . He 
stepped into the alleyway from his 
house and started walking towards 
Connaught Road. “He was only 
twenty yards from the Municipal roud 
when the attack took place. 

The members of the gang all fired 
nearly simultangously. Kung 
it six times, at close range, and he 
sank to the dead. His body 
gars ret ¢ but_ apparently 
didnot wound any of the assassins. 
In a spirited exchange of shots—the 
dumber of rounds fired could not be 
Accurately estimated last night—the 
man believed to be named Koo Tzu 
chuen was killed and four men and 
‘a small boy were wounded. ‘The men 
were two hawkers, a coolle and a 
friend of the late detective chief. 
ie Inst-named was at the entrance 
of ‘the alleyway when he was shot 
down, He is now in hospital suffer- 
Ing from wounds in the chest, right 
Jeg and left arm, Also in a seriou 
condition is the coolie, whose jai 
was badly fractured by one of the 
shots, ‘The small boy escaped with 
@ bullet in one foot. 


Hearing the shots, two Chinese 
constables of the Settlement Police 
ran to the scene from their post at 
Jessfield and Connaught Roads, They 
Were just in time to sce members of

Drug Seizures 


Shanghai, Feb. 1

‘The motor-ship Hulda Maersk, 
newest addition to the flect of the 
Maersk Line, is due to arrive in port 
tome time’ this afternoon on her 
maiden voyage. 

Only recently completed in the 
dockyards “of Messrs. Odense _Sta- 
alskibsverft, Copenhagen, the Hulda 
Maersk has ‘a registered tonnage of 
8,090. ‘She is 400 feet 4 inches long 
over all, and when loaded has a drait 
lof 25 feet 5% inches, ‘The total bale 
capacity of the freighter is 594.261 
Jcubie feet, that of the strongroom 
being 3,000, the special cargo-room, 
1,870 and the sitk-room 20,000, Re- 
rigeration space available 1s 1,150 
cubic feet a temperature of 12 dey 
below zero Celsius being maintained. 

‘The steamer has a total deep-tank 
leopacity of 2,850 tons and twelve 
derricks of five tons each, four of 
Uiree tons each, one of fificen tons 
and one of 39 tons, facilitate the lond- 
ing and unloading. 

‘Twelve passengers, can be ac- 
‘comodated in six double rooms, whilst 
the speed, when the steamer is fully 
londed, is'given at about 14.7 knots. 

Considerable space has been allotted 
to passenger necommodation and, ac- 
cording to Messrs. Melchers &'Co., 
the Maersk Line's local agents, ali 
public rooms are air-conditioned. 

‘Two sisterships of the Hulda Maersk 
fare’ nearing completion in the same 
Copenhagen dockyards and the Laura 
Maersk will first call in Shanghal in 
May whilst the Lexa Macrsk will 
reach here in August of this year fo1 
the frst time.

In view of the conditions that were 
prevailing which were preventing 
prisoners {rom obtaining guarantors 
the Jail Authorities obtained per 
mission from the 2nd Branch Kiangsu 
High” Court to release all such 
prisoners, subject to court sanction, 
Who were able to fulfl the necessary 
stipulations in accordance with the 
Conditional Release regulations, 
without the necessary guarantors. 
‘This was termed Special Relaase and 
under these rogulations @ total of 
310 prisoners were released from 
January 1 fo June 23 when this order 
‘was rescinded, 

‘The total number of prisoners re- 
leased under these regulations, ox 
eluding those prisoners released 
under Special Release, since they 
were promulgated is now 542. 

Release on Bail for Employment—

Committee Worried Over Unprecedented 
Influx of Destitute Jews from Europe 


AM at a loss to know what

Shanghai, Feb. 1. 
is going to happen”, said Mr. M. 


Speelman, chairman of the Europeon Jewish Refugee com- 


mittee, when questioned by a “North-China Daily News” reporter 
yesterday with regard to what his committee contemplated doing 
‘when the 1,000 refugees which, according to cable reports embarked 


for Shanghai a few days ago, will arrive here. 


“Certainly, many 


persons in Shanghai are helping us in contributing money, clothing 
and other articles of which we can make use”, Mr. Spelman con- 
tinued, “but, whilst the aid thus far received was almost sufficient 
to cover the needs of those already here, it will not even go half~ 


way to meet the demands on our 
refugees arrive.” 

‘Mr. Speelman then suggested that 
the reporter should “go to. the home 
which is at present being fixed up 
‘on Ward Road, opposite the Gaol and 
Which formerly housed "a Chinese 
primary sschool. The building. was 
placed at the disposal of the commit

More Telephone Wire 


Stolen in Hungjao 


Shanghai, Feb, 2 
‘The telephone convenience of 
‘twenty-one subscribers in the Hungjao 
area was interrupted early yesterday 
morning when, for the sixth time 
since May last, a theft of cable on 
Hungiao Road, near its junetion with 
Rubicon Road, cut off their service. 
‘The Shanghai ‘Telephone Company's 
‘emergency squad received an alarm 
‘soon after midnight and, having been 
joined by a police officer. proceeded 
to the barriers at the railway crossing 
where the Japanese military authori 
les provided them with an escort. 

A survey of the telephone route at 
the scene of the theft revealed that 
about 240 feet of cable containing 101 
Pairs of telephone lines had been 
moved from the poles, while a further 
quantity had been cut off ready for 
Femoval 

Further Japanese escorts were ther 
obtained and the whole party con- 
cealed itself along the road until 
daybreak in the hope that the thieves 
‘would retuimn for the cable, which 
they had not removed. None of the 
thieves returned, however, and 9 
‘search of the flelds and Chinese houses 
fin the district at daybreak revealed 
no trace of the missing cable.

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IN THE RUSSIAN COLONY 


By "Sto" : 


Shanghai, Jan. 30. 

‘Mr. A. N. Filipoff has just returned 
from tong ‘leave which he spent in 
New York and Inter in California, 
He gives detailed accounts of - the 
life “of Russians “in the United 
States, and his deseription is none 
too optimistic. 

Being a former Navy officer, Mr. 
Fiipom met many of his former 
associales who eame to America with 
the fleet of Admiral Stark after the 
fall of Viadivostok to the Reds; and 
it was through these meetings’ that 
he was able to pleture to nimselt 
the life of his compatriots in’ that 
country. 

To those Russians who must carn 
thelr daily bread by manual labour, 
Ufe in America seems grey and 
monotonous. Russians also. watel, 
with no Iittie concern the growth of 
Communism, especially inthe uni~ 
versities, ‘The fact that there are 
today 11 million people In the ranks 
of the unemployed makes it all the 
harder for them. Many trade unions 
require that would-be members must 
Ost ep themselves a job, while firms 
hire ‘no-one without a Union card. 

‘The Russian colony of San. Fran- 
‘elsco Is 25,000 strong, and is divided 
into’ the older and the younger} 
‘emigrés. ‘The former section Is com 
posed of 8 to 10 thousand Russian 
Peasants who sailed to California 
‘over 40 years ago, and who today 
adhere sirletly to their Russian ways. 
and customs: they don't shave off 
thelr beards, they refuse to learn the 
English language and they simply 
will not mix with the native popula 
tion. Most of them, as a matter of 
fact, pine for the Soviet regime, but 
as they bought land at an extremely 
cheap” price when they frst immi- 
rated to America they are all well- 
to-do farmers with no financial 
worries. No oss than G.$8,000 is 
needed to acquire a farm In Cali- 
fornia today. 

‘White-collar work is, valued—in 
terms of dollars and cents—less than 
physical work. Most Russlans are 
not employed in thelr own profes 
sion, a large percentage working in 
factories. ‘Those who have really 
ood positions are in minute minor~ 
ity. Dr. N. A. Pehelkin, a former 
Shanghai, resident, enjoys a good 
practice, having passed the necessary 
University examination, Mr. .N. N. 
Iazykoff, a former local journalist, 
work on a Russian newspaper. Duke 
Vassilt Romanoff, son of the Grand 
Duke Alexandre Mikhaitoviteh 
(ormer heir to the Russian Throne), 
shares. a Hollywood notoriety. with 
his wife, Princess Golitzina,

Rooms Rented by Contract 


It has already been noted in these 
‘columns that when the local Russian 
Bohemian world held a ball at the

Russians living in rooms 
and thelr numbers run into 
thousnnds—are ‘in consternation.

OBITUARIES 


ir. E, S, Little 


Shanghai, Feb. 4, 

For many years a member of the 
‘Shanghai Munleipal Counell and a 
leading member of the foreign com- 
munity in the port, where he was 
active in all phases of business, 
Public and social life, Mr. Edword 
Selby Little died at his New Zealand 
home on Thursday at the age of 15, 
After a long illness. Popular with all 
classes of the community, Mr, Little 
‘was chielly remembered as a founder 
of Kuling as a health resort 

Born in Dorsetshire in 1864, Mr. 
Little was educated at Taunton and 
Peterhouse, Cambridge. He went to 
‘America as a young man and there 
Joined the Meihodist Episcopal Mis- 
Sion, Later he returned to England 
where -he married Miss Caroline 
Amelia Bate, the daughter of 3 
Wesleyan Methodist clergyman. 

He arrived in China in 1886 and 
worked with the Methodist Episcopal 
Mission at Chinkiang, Kiukians, 
Nanking and Yangehow.” Hs activie 
ties and personality were such 
he found missionary life, though 
very interesting, did not provide sut- 
ficient scope for his activities and 
in 1900 he Joined Messrs. Brunner, 
Mond & Co, opening-up their busl- 
nest in China, which at that, time 
was negligible. In the face of con- 
siderable difficulties he succeeded in 
building up a business with offices 
throughout the whole country. In 
1918 Mr, Little retired from the 
business which is now the Imperial 
Chemical Industries (China) Ltd. 

Outspoken Council Member 

During the same year Mr. Little 
was, for some time, ‘Trade Commix- 
sioner for Australia in the city. 
AMler relinquishing this post he went 
to New Zealand where he started 
fruit farming. Ifis death took place 
at Keri Keri, where he had built a 
house in the ‘middle of his fruit 
orchards, and it is interesting {0 
note thai many of his old friends in 
China followed him there at later 
periods and established homes in the 
Seme district, For some years Mr. 
Little had suffered from blood pres- 
sure and the cause of his death was 
a stroke. 

In addition to his business activie 
ties he was deeply interested in 
public life and for several years was 
Rumember of the Munleipal Council 
Where he frequently fought most 
vigorously against what he consider- 
ed to be maladministration. Known 
for his outspoken comments, Mr. 
Little once caused a resolution, 
passed by the council for the sale 
Of the Electricity Department, to be 
turned down at a ratepayers’ mect- 
ing. Some years later the depart- 
ment was sold 

He was for many years on the 
Union Church committee, and was & 
life member of the Shanghal Club, 
the Shanghai Golf Club, St. George's 
Society and other public institutions.

The Rev. George F. Easton 
‘Shenghai, Feb. 6. 

Known as a pioneer in the mission 
eld in China, where he spent 55 
years asa member of the China 
Inland Mission, the Rev. George! 
Frederick Easton, passed away at the 
home of his son, the Rev. F. Il. Easton, 
Christ Chureh House, Ashleigh Road, 
Exmouth, on December 30 at the age| 
of 85 years. 

‘A native of London, the Rev. G. F. 
Easton was a member of Spurgeon 
‘Tabernacle where he was a Sunday 
[School teacher. He Joined the China 
Toland Mission and sailed to China on’ 
JOctober 21, 1875. 

‘Mr. Hudson Taylor, who had found- 
led the mission in 1905, launched an 
fappeal in January 1875 for eighteen 
jyoung men, two of whom were to 0 
io each of the nine provinees that had 
hitherto been closed to foreigners. Mr. 
Easten was one of the eighteen who 
loffered thelr services and he sot out 
for the Northwest, a journey of about 
three thousand miles. 

‘He was the first Protestant mission- 
Jary to visit Kansu and Shensi, and 
fexplored un foot vast regions of that 
territory. His travels took him as far:

Britain’s Gold to 
Be Revalued 


Londou, Feb, 2. 

‘The Currency and Bank Noles

tion office and at the same time avold 
the waste of time referred to. 

‘The present system Js an anachron~ 
ism in Shanghal; it probably worked 
well enough in the old days or even 
does to-day In the outports. 

‘In faleness to the Passport Office, it 
must not be overlooked. that in 
termingled with the people wishing 
to rogister are others requiring visas 
and various other formalities which 
require. investigation and consequent 
Tose of time, Actual registration 
self appears to require sixty seconds, 
for even leas, but with a walt of one 
hour before one sels to that stage, A 
further’ endeavour to perfect the 
gystem would suxgest that registra 
Mons only be dealt with during tha 
afternoons and. that ordinary, or 
extraordinary business, bo. handled 
in the morn 

During this morning’s session more 
than one applicant for registration 
flatly refused to “queue up.” having 
ssoen the slow progress the queue was 
‘making and, it these gentlemen were 
dependent upon thelr work at thelr 
offices for their bread and butter, one 
could hardly blame them for taking 
the rise of the dire consequences 
which non-rogistration during the 
specified month mixht Involve.

Some Objections Answered

Sm—It is evident from Sxow 
‘Wintt's letter of January 29 that the| 
sole cause of his objections to the| 
historical data contained in my letter 
“Dip Into History” of January 29, was!

Si—The long awaited speech of 
Herr Hitler has now been delivered

Proof of this 
‘was forthcoming when Mr, Cham 
berlain visited Munich last Septem- 
ber. Kept in the dark as to what was 
going on, the masses of the German 
people were clearly staggered. when 
thoy discovered how close to another 
war they had been brought and the 
warmth and sincerity of the reception 
xiven to Mr, Chamberlain, from the 
Very heart of the German people 
was the clearest sign that they at 
any rate did not want a war, ‘The 
‘was more in this Feeeption than ap- 
peated on the surface and nobody 
realized it better than Herr Hitler 
and some of his followers. It shook 
the Nazi leaders as nothing else has 
done since they began the deliberate 
suppression of the public thought and 
freedom of the people of Germany. 

Hitler is now looking for a way out 

without losing face and he is doing 
It very cleveriy by putting the next 
‘move Up to Mussolini. 11 Duce is in 
a difMeult position. He has allowed 
Hitler to come and sit on his doorstep

Scorr 
Middle-aged and older Germans, 
Jespeciaily of the middle-classes, al- 
ways a friendly and well-intentioned 
people, are as anxious to live in 
Jamity ‘with their neighbours as any 
of us are.

‘Sim —The proposed attack upon the 
Kuling Settlement by the Japanese 
military as reported in your columns.

Kuling, in historic Lushan, has 

‘been an’ international health resort 
for over 4) years, the bungalows 
‘being almost entirely the property 
Jot missionaries, retired persons of 
‘small means and, since its rendition 
jin 1928, ‘of Chinese civilians, while 
schools, hospitals and elinics have for 
many years worked for the welfare 
Jof children, the tubercular and the 
[surrounding peasantry. 
‘A small group of foreigners are at! 
present in Kuling, some aged with no 
other Rome, some bed-ridden, and the 
rest caring for the Chinese refugees 
‘who fled to the mountain when Klu- 
‘kiang “and the adjacent territory 
were invaded. ‘Twenty-two thousand. 
[Chinese civilians sought refuge. n 
Kuling last summer and though the 
‘authorities compelled the vast 
majority to move on, there being no 
/means of feeding them, numbers of 
‘aged, small-footed women, the sick 
fand ‘abandoned children—ioo big to 
be carried, too small to walk far— 
were left to be fed, nursed and cared 
for by the residents. 

Letters received by the writer as 
late as January 27, 1999, state that 
Kuling ‘is peaceful, the Chinese 
authorities giving complete protection 
to foreigners, their domesties and 
their goods, even the trees on Un- 
tenanted property being untouched 
despite a severe fuel shortage. The 
JJapanese spokesman's suggestion, as 
Teported in your columns on February 
13, that Chinese soldiery might be 
responsible for loss or damage to 
foreign property is therefore without 
foundation. The

Should all foreign nationals be com- 
pelled to leave Kuling by the un- 
provoked and illegal threat to their 
fives, what will happen to the de- 
fenecless mountain people, caretakers

and burnt. Kuling i their one. 
refuge. 

What also will happen to the pro- 
erly of third party nationals should 
the “Japanese attack Kuling itself? 
The Chinese authorities, itis repeated, 
Jare giving complete protection, but 
should they be attacked and ‘their 
power to proteet removed, the onus 
fof quarding neutral rights falls im- 
‘mediately upon the attackers.

New War Risk Insurance 
For All Britain 


London, Fob. 1. 

‘The British Govermnent is consi. 
dering proposals for compensation of 
civilians and members of the Mer- 
chant Navy injured in war time: and 
‘also for insurance by the Govern 
ment of certain types of individual 
property. 

‘These facts were reported to the 
House of Commons yesterday by Sit 
John Simon, the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, in the first important 


Istatement to be made on the subject 


of war risks. 

‘Sir John Simon declared that the 
Government had considered arrange- 
ments to give compensation in re 
spect to death and injury caused by 
air raids, and other warlike action. 
‘A scheme was being worked out, he 
went ‘on, to cover casualties among 
civilians and also among members of 
the Merchant Navy. 


Immediate Payment 

Compensation payment, Sir John 
stated, would not be deferred until 
the end of the emergency. 

"A ‘plan had been ‘worked out for 
the emergency reconstruction of cen- 
tral property, including housing ac- 
‘commodation. 

‘A. scheme would shortly be ans 
nounced for marine war risky, and 
sho for “goods bebween ships and

Germany's Share in Trade 

“However much the British people 
may want peace, they feel instinetive-

Boston, Feb. 5. 

Here Adolf Hitler's predecessor ‘ax 
Chancellor of Germany believes that 
the opposition of religious groups 
eventually will break the “diabolical” 
Nazi regime. The collapse may not 
come for ten yeurs, Dr. Heinrich 
Bruening told the Unitarian Men's 
[Club at its annual meeting. 

“Now the only effective opposition 
to Herr Hitler’ is concentrated on. 
religious and educational questions, 
he said, Not even the denunciations 
of President Roosevelt can alter Herr 
Hitler in bis course, Dr. Bruening 
declared, and so complete is Nazi 
censorship and so “cruel” is Hei 
Hitler's “modern system of tortu 
that no internal opposition to the 
Nationalist Socialist regime is pos~ 
sible. 


“Nothing has done the Nazi regime 
more harm than the persecution of 
Jews.” he continued. “t believe that 
Tesistance to itis very wide-spread 
and even within the ranks of the 
Nazi party. ‘These perseeutions do 
not appeal to an even small minority 
for the people and that is the only 
hope I have for the future of my 
country.”

Mention, Jan. 29. 

The chief interpreter of Celtic 
myths and tradition, and Teader of 
the Irish literary rengissance, Profes~ 
sor William Buller Yeats, died here 
today at the age of 74 

His broad shelf of books, the fruits 
of a rich and enthusiastic life, includes 
Rot only the fragile lyric things of 
his Iiterary self, but also treatises on 
all manner of ‘public questions, for 
nineteen years ago Mr. Yeats became 
a member of the Irish Free State's 
first Senate. 

‘From the bony-handed, gaunt and 
‘ethereal poet, who was given to drop- 
ping the. sugar absent-mindelly into 
‘the tobacco jar instead of the tea cup 
‘Mr, Yeats mictamorphosed into a hus 
band, family ‘man, and land-owner, 
with’a Nobel Prize for 1923 in his 
Durse, and bility Zor preaching the 
Fights of minorities. 

‘The old days when he was fighting 
the battle of the National Theatre 
Movement with keen brain and airy 
mystic dramas were definitely over 
Tong before his death. In his last 
years Mr. Yeats was campaigning for 
the formation of an Irish Academy 
of Lotters. 


Founder of Abbey Theatre 


None can take from Mr. Yeats, 
‘and his associates in the Abbey 
‘Theatre experiment in Dublin, the 
honour of pure service to 9 great 
cultural ideal. ‘The growth of the 
Abbey. in the face of financial and 
other material difficulties has been a 
torch to every other aspiring "Lite 
Theatre” in “various parts of the 
world. Writing and directing the 
plays, keeping the accounts, building 
the scenery, Mr. Yeats (and such

For 1 
heard the same accents, saw the 
some sprinkling of Orientals, watch 
ed exactly the same system of trame 
lights, paid the same flat rate car- 
fares, Iunched at the same eafetarias, 
and bought my cigars at the same 
Grug-stores, as T had been doing in 
the country that T had just left. 
Everything was externally exactly 
the same; even the cars ‘were all 
‘American’ brands. 

Tt came quite as a shock to me to 
see the Union Jack fying over a 
public building. The only” differ- 
‘ence I noticed was that there were 
no negroes to be seen about, and 
‘that there was an unduly high per- 
jeentage of Scotch names. 

‘The citizens of Vancouver scem to 
‘be rather given to superstition. At 
most of the lunch-bars astrologers 
were in attendance who for a small 
feo were ready to draw up a horo- 
scope while the hungry customer was 
having hig meal. “And in the tea 
shops. elderly and unprepossessing- 
looking females went from table to 
table offering to read your fortune 
in the tea-leaves at the bottom of 
your cup. I firmly but politely de- 
lined the invitation: without the 
tea-leaves it was sufficiently obvious 
that T was on a voyage and was 
going to cross the water where T 
should meet the fair-haired or dark 
Isdy ‘who would have a great ine 
uence on my life.

Disappointed In Pullmans 

1 was disappointed with travel on 
‘American trains: 1 did not care for 
the Pullman sleeping-ear “system. 
One requires to be an acrobat to 
undress crouching in a confined 
space on top of one’s bed; while 
‘the upper berths, though better 
sprung. and therefore more comfort 
able, have the added disadvantage 
that’ in order to get into or out of 
them one is dependent on the whim

‘Above all, T found the failure to 
provide proper smoking _compart- 
ments (in many of the trains) most 
Inconvenient. It is extremely tire-

WAR FEARS DOWN UNDER 
By Ausraauian 

Many Australians are in danger of deve 
loping an invasion complex calculated to 
undermine ll. sense of political judgment. 
‘The reason for this is one of the most mis~ 
chievous whispering campaigns experienced 
in this country for many years. Ever since 
the Munich crisis there have been persistent 
rumours that Australia was then in danger 
of immediate invasion. The rumours vary 
greatly in matters of detail, hut ove hears 
them always “on unimpeachable authority.” 

‘The most common relate to fleets of capital 
ships sailing from unstated ports towards 
Australia at the height of the crisis. Others 
describe convoys of transports packed with 
troops cruising off the Australian coast in 
readiness for an irresistible invasion. One 
hears often, on the same “unimpeachable 
authority,” ‘that the Government was re~ 
duced to impotent panic in the crisis by 
this thrent of overpowering foree 














So alarming were these rumours that at 
‘one time the authorities were forced to be- 
Hieve there might be some clement of truth 
in them, Every rumour was consequently 
traced {o its source, and it can be stated 
confidently that they all apparently eman- 
fated from one relatively trivial incident. 
Without disclosing the nature of this incid~ 
ent, which was not without its humour, the 
Prime Minister announced in the House’ that 
so far as the Government was aware the 
rumours were without foundation, 

Despite this oficial declaration, the rum- 
ours continue to circulate in one form or 
another. Even more regrettable is the fact 
that they have been given w semblance of 
reality by ambiguous statements made by 
certain politicians and officers of high 
military rank. 

‘The obvious motive is a desire to 
mobilize public opinion in support of in- 
creased taxation for national defence and 
to stimulate recruiting in the Government's 
campaign to double the strength of the 
volunteer militia. Responsible people, how- 
ever, do not approve of propagandist methods 
that ore not only a deception of the public, 
but which are calculated to give unneces~ 
sary offence to foreign Powers. - 

‘Consternation has been caused in political 
circles by the publication of an interview 
given to four Press representatives by the 
Minister for Civil Aviation, Mr. Thorby, 
who, until the recent Cabinet reconstruc 
tion, was Minister for Defence. ‘The Press 
representatives agreed that Mr. Thorby, in 
the course of the interview, referred to 
the Leader of the Opposition, Mr. Curtin, 
as a “disloyal traitor,” and expressed the 
hope that he, Mr. Thorby, would “soon be 
ina position to put syeh people in front 
of a fring squad. 

















In this country such statements by 9 
Minister are almost unbelievable, and Mr. 
Curtin demanded that the Prime Minister 
should elther gazette Mr. ‘Thorby out of 
the Ministry, or accept full responsibility 
for his statements. He also threatened 
Tegal action against Mr. Thorby. ‘The 
matter wos specially embarrassing for Mr. 
Lyons because of his personal friendship 
for Mr. Curtin, and the Prime Minister 
hastened to dissociate himsolf and other 
members of Cabinet from the statements 
attributed to Mr. Thorby. Mr. Thorby first 
sought to extricate himself by claiming that 
hhis remarks had been twisted in the pub- 
lished reports to create a false impression, 
but when this attitude proved untenable, 
was forced to offer Mr. Curtin an un- 
qualified apology, which he accepted with 
characteristic magnanimity. 

Pouring oil on troubled waters, friendly 
newspapers suggested that Mr. Thorby had 
been feeling the strain of organizing the 
defence expansion programme, but | Mr. 
‘Thorby's critics reyard this as an explana~ 
tion rather than an excuse, and have been 
citing the incident as evidence of his un- 
suitability for ministerial responsibility. The 
ineldent has done both Mr. Thorby and the 


Government considerable harm. 











‘The drought of the last two years has 
been relioved by timely rains in New South 
Wales, but in Victoria conditions are be- 
coming steadily worse. A large proportion 
of the wheat erop was a complete failure, 
and in areas where harvesting was possible 
the yield was light.

Un- 
less the drought breaks in the coming 
season, experts predict that the whole sys- 
tem of production based on the Murray 
Irrigation may fail, involving a heavy blow

servation systems, but this year reservoirs 
fre becoming dangerously low, and in parts 
of the State restrictions on the use of wa 
have already had to be imposed.

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The Salvation Army in Shanghai 








‘The activities of the Salvation Army in Shanghai have increased a hundredfold during 
the past year or s0, chiefly owing to the disastrous effects of the hostilities. ‘Thousands 
of destitute refugees had to be harboured, including those coming from the distant 
outskirts of Shanghai, A large refugee camp on Route de Sieyes, run by the Salvation 
Army, accommodates over 6,000 of these unfortunates—men, women and children, Here, 
food, shelter and medical attention are provided, and, what is probably more important 
Jn some ways, the inmates are put at some useful work. Within this eamp, but separate 
from it, has been started a new undertaking, a beggar eamp, the number of inmates 
being added to daily by the regular rounding-up operations of the French Police, ‘These 
beggars are registered, fingerprinted, scrubbed and generally put into good order, and 
it is the aim of the Salvation Army to teach them some useful trade, A tough job, 
5 an officer admitted, but one which they are prepared to tackle with earnestness and 
not without hope. ‘The general depression under which Shanghai has been labouring 
hhas increased the Army's work among foreigners also, and the Men's Hostel (Yang 
Terrace) and the Men's Shelter (Amoy Road) rarely have vacant space.

Up the Scottish! 


‘There is ax much to interest women

His Majesty's Tradesmen 


‘As the years of the King's reign 
begin to mount up, there is consider- 
able eagerness among shopkeepers 
who aspire to the Royal warrant 
which will note them “purveyors to 
His Majesty.” No shop is entitfed to 
hold this warrant unless il has served 
the King for three full years, and 
these will not be completed until 
next December 11, the third anniver- 
sary of the King’s accession. Some 
65 ‘personal warrants have actually 
‘been issued, since the King must eat 
and’ clothe’ himself, and it is hard 
that those who serve him in this 
respect should not be known to do 
so, But in time there may be as 
many as 1,000 warrant-holders. Over 
1,000 were granted by King George 
‘and Queen Mary, and they included 
nine bakers, 12 grocers, 11 chemists 
and 15 seedsmen.
